2, Applicant has elected Group IV drawn to claims 7-9 without traverse. Claims 1-16 
are pending. Claims 1-6 and 10-16 are withdrawn from further consideration. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The submission of information disclosure statement filed 9/3/09. is 
acknowledged. However, the Japanese document (2002-154986) has not been 
considered. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings submitted 12/21/05 is objected. The figure legends to figures 1 , 
3 and 6 are not descriptive. 

Specification 

5. The use of the trademark Elutip-D (p. 14) and Averin (p. 15) etc. have been 
noted in this application. They should be capitalized wherever they appear and be 
accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 
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6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 7 refers to unelected invention. The Office will read in the limitation of 
claim 3 for examination. Applicant is required to amend the claim accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8a. Regarding claim 9, the acronym "TCTP" renders the claims vague and 
indefinite. Abbreviations should be spelled out in all independent claims for clarity. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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8a. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bartel (USPGPub 2002/0177692 A1, PT01 449 of 9/3/09). 

Claims are drawn to method for screening antihypertensive drugs. 

Bartel discloses methods for screening modulators of TCTP (0020). Screening of 
the test compounds in chemically synthesized libraries (0122), high throughput 
screening (0123) and yeast two-hybrid system (0136-0137) are disclosed. Further cell- 
based assays are disclosed as being useful for screening compounds useful in treating 
diseases and disorders (0268). The reference discloses that antagonist will ameliorate 
or alleviate diseases or disorders (0165). Bartel discloses that compounds identified 
can be used in the treatment of hypertension (0293). The reference discloses that the 
compound identified can interfere with the nucleic acid encoding the peptide (0283). 
Therefore, claims 7-9 are anticipated by Bartel.
